disciplinary  trials  and  discouraging  oppo¬ 
sition  ns  well  aa  the  opportune  season  and 
akilfhl  method  of  nurture  under  varying 


Aa  the  experienced  physician  in  making 
his  diagnosis  of  the  disease  of  a  patient  is 
diligent  he  hta  search  for  antecedent  and  j 
hereditary  cause.  minute  in  his  study  of 
present  symptom*  and  constitutional  con¬ 
ditions,  and  wise  in  his  appointment  ol 
regimen  and  of  remedial  agents,  so  nlso 
should  the  teacher  acquaint  himself  intim 
atelr  with  all  the  qualities  ot  mind,  the 
habits  and  tendenciea  ol  thought  and  feel 
ing,  and  the  preaent  weakness  of  any 
(acalty,  that  he  may  properly  direct  the 
curative  and  training  force* for  the  advant¬ 
age  of  his  pupil. 

Arduous  is  the  labor,  weighty  is  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  and  eneiwating  ia  the  care  of 
the  conscientious  and  faithful  teacher  Let 
ns  observe  one  who  may  be  deemed  a 
model  or  a  pattern  of  many  others  we 
hope.  In  retaining  home  from  her  daily 
care,  she  passes  a  gardener  at  work. 
Watching  the  progress  of  his  toil  from 
tims  to  time  and  th*  effect  of  his 
labor  and  skill,  her  suggestive  thoughts 
naturaly  set  her  to  soliloquising  aa  follows:

Ar 
rived  in  New  Yorjf  she  went  directly  to  an 
Gevstor  without  carting  or  lighterage.  «s 
is  necessary  for  the  railroads,  thus  saving 
both  time  and  money.  The  effect  of  this 
upon  the  general  question  of  transporta¬ 
tion  is  evident  Wster  tr*n  portaiiou  has 
>een  doubled  in  speed  at  a  large  reduction 
in  the  cost  of  moving  the  tonnage.  This 
will  crowd  the  gram  movement  into  the 
reason  of  canal  uuvigation,  leaving  but 
*cry  Little  of  U.  for  Winter  rail  movement .
